It is reported that 
subsequently the Russian personnel was transferred with all its equipment 
to Arad, Romania.

9. Algy8-Szeged (128). About 60 YAK-9 planes were observed at this field. The 
Russian Air Force personnel numbered about 600, Also a Russian armored 
unit with 60 tanks and 800 men was stationed there.
